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PREFACE

To  the  Chairman  and  Mj3mbcrs__of  the  Rural . Pis trict  Council 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  annual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  I960,  find  regret  the 
delay  in  its  preparation,  due  to  staff  sickness  and 
resignations , and  the  need  to  give  a fourth  Poliomyelitis 
injection  to  primary  school  children  before  the  end  of  July 
1961. 

The  main  features  of  this  year’ s vital  statistics  are 
as  follows:-  a drop  of  470  in  the  population  to  22,050;  no 
maternal  deaths,  a rise  in  the  birth,  death,  infant  mortality 
rates  and  a drop  in  the  stillbirth,  T„  Ba  deaths  and  neo-natal 
mortality  ro.te  compared  with  1959* 

Throughout  the  year  much  time  was  spent  on  improving  the 
standard  of  housing  in  the  area..  82  improvement  grants  were 
considered  and  68  of  the  worse  houses  were  dealt  with  a.s 
unfit  dwellings.  Following  a survey  of  the  housing  and  social 
conditions  at  Dry tree  Camp,  a converted  war  time  hutted  camp, 
it  was  decided  to  close  the  camp  and  rehouse  the  23  families 
throughout  the  rural  district. 

This  year  marked  the  final  planning  stage  of  Stithinns 
Water  Impounding  Scheme  which  will  give  piped  water  to  the  larger 
areas  of  population  in  the  Rural  District.  It  must  be  stressed, 
that  the  provision  of  water  carriage  sewage  systems  must 
follow  in  the  wake  of  piped  water  supplies  if  problems  are 
not  to  arise  in  existing  sewage  systems  designed  for  dwellings 
with  a limited  water  supply. 

I desire  to  esqpress  my  thanks  to  my  Chairman,  Members  of 
the  Committee,  Officers  of  the  Council,  and  staff  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  and  the  area  Office  for  their 
understanding  and  co-ox^eration  since  my  appointment.

The  ^.rea  Medical  Officer  is  responsible  to  the  County  Medical 
Officer  for  the  administration  of  the  Health  Services  within  Area 
No.  2.,  comprising  the  Borough  of  Ilelston,  the  Urban  District  of 
Camborne -Redruth  and  the  Rural  District  of  Sorrier,  and  is  also 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  these  Authorities.  The  allocation 
of  time  as  between  environmental  hygiene  and  the  personal  Health 
Servies  is  in  the  ra.tio  of  2 : 1.  In  this  way  the  Public  Health 
problems  in  the  district  are  the  responsibility  of  one  professional 
nan,  and  the  closest  co-opera.tion  between  the  County  district  and 
the  County  Council  is  maintained.. 

Under  the  Public  Health  Officers  (Outside  London)  Regulations 
19 53,  the  salaries  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  and.  the  District  Inspectors , are  contributed  to 
by  grants  from  the  Ministry  of  Health.

The  following  personal  Health  Services  are  provided  under 
the  Hational  Health  Service  Act,  191-6,  by  the  Cornwall  County 
Service  and  ore  administered  through  No,  2 Area  Health  Sub- 
committee on  which  the  Helston  Borough  is  represented  by  1 
member  and  the  Kerrier  Rural  District  by  4 members. 


( a ) Care  of  Mothers  & Young  Children 


Nomen  who  desire  to  have  their  babies  at  hone  are  supervised 
during  their  pregnancy  by  their  family  doctor  and  the  domiciliary 
midwife.  Adequate  and  continuous  ante-natal  and  post-natal  care 
is  essential  if  complications  in  labour  and  chronic  ill  health 
in  later  life  are  to  be  avoided.  Most  practices  in  the  Helston 
Borough  and  Kerrier  Rural  district  hold  Ante-Natal  Clinics  at 
their  surgeries  at  which  the  midwife  attends.  Health  education 
is  available  for  these  mothers. 


Hospital 

Hospital  patients  who  have  booked  hospital  beds  attend  the 
hospital  outpatients  clinic.  Apart  from  emergency  cases,  bookings 
for  hospital  confinements  are  allocated  according  to  the  Ministry 
of  Health  priority  groups,  for  medical  or  obstretical  reasons  and 
unsuitable  home  conditions.  Patients  who  ha.ve  been  accepted  for 
hospital  confinements  attend  the  hospital  Ante-Natal  clinic,  tut 
continue  to  be  supervised  at  home  by  their  family  doctors.  Mothers 
and  babies  are  normally  discharged  home  on  the  10th.  day  after 
delivery  to  the  care  of  the  District  Midwife,  and  from  the  14th. 
day  onwards , the  Health  Visitor  supervises  the  mother  and  child. 

The  important  post-natal  supervision  which  every  mother  has, 
four  weeks  after  delivery  is  carried  out  by  their  family  doctor.

Poliomyelitis  Ir.munisatiori 


The  Minister  of  Health  announced  on  1st.  February  I960  that 
the  age  group  for  free  anti-poliomyelitis  vaccination  would  be 
raised  to  all  persons  under  40  years.  Following  the  Minister's 
announcement  it  was  disclosed  that  there  was  available  enough 
British  vaccine  to  protect  every  person  in  the  country  up  to  the 
age  of  40  from  Poliomyelitis. 

By  September  I960,  the  acceptance  rate  in  Kerrier  Rural 
District  was  QGfc  and  in  Ilelston  Borough  58/  for  pre  school  and 
school  age,  and  1 V/o  in  Kerrier  and  45/-  in  Ilelston  for  those  over 
school  age.  During  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  efforts  were 
made  to  publicise  the  need  for  the  public  to  make  use  of  the  free 
service  offered.  A series  of  open  sessions  were  held  but  the 
response  was  poor. 

( f ) Ambulance  Service 


During  weekday  working  hours  the  County  Ambulance  Service 
from  Tolvean  Depot,  Redruth,  carries  out  all  normal  duties;  at 
nights  and  at  weekends  cover  is  given  by  voluntary  ambulance 
crew  of  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  at  Helston,  using  their  own 
ambulance. 


All  ambulances  operating  from  the  depot  are  wireless 
controlled  and  ore  thus  instantly  available  wherever  they  may 
be.  This  frequently  has  enabled  the  Depot  Controller  to  direct 
an  already  moving  ambulance  to  the  scene  of  an  accident. 

(g)  Prevention  jcf  JL lines s.  Cane  and  After  Care 

( 1 ) Nursing  Bquipm_ent 

Cases  discharged  from  hospital  and  requiring  after  care  are 
treated  by  the  Home  Nurse  or  supervised  by  the  Health  Visitor. 

Sick  room  equipment  such  as  urine  bottles,  bedpans,  bed  rests,  air 
cushions,  mattresses,  rubber  sheeting,  can  be  had  on  loan. 

(2)  Hospital  - After  Care 

The  Assistant  County  Nursing  Officer  liases  with  the  hospital 
staffs,  background  reports  of  home  and  social  conditions  are  made 
available  to  the  medically  staff  and  advance  requests  are  ma.de  for 
home  nursing,  home  help  and  supervisory  visits  which  the  patient 
may  require  on  discharge. 

(3)  Pelf arc  Workers 

To  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  National  Assistance  act, 
1948,  two  Pelf  are  Officers  work  in  Area  2. 

(4)  Mental  Health 

Under  the  Mental  Health  Act,  I960,  two  Mental  Welfare  Officers 
provide  for  the  admission  to  hospital  of  all  mentally  ill  patients 
and  mentally  defective  children  and  adults,  and  their  subsequent 
after  care  and  rehabilita,tion  in  the  community.

( h ) Domestic  Help  Service 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  27  cases  in  Helston  A ICerrier 
were  being  served  by  a Home  Help  this  decreased  by  2 by  the  31,1 2. 60. 
There  were  3 2 nev;  cases  during  the  year.  Throughout  the  year  the 
equivalent  of  5 full  time  Home  Helps  wore  employed.

All  the 
householders  in  the  vicinity  received  notice  of  the  times  of  the 
sessions,  and  publicity  was  carried  out  by  shopkeepers,  local 
nursing  staff,  and  the  General  Practitioner's  Surgery.

The  whole  of  this  work  has  now  been  completed  including  the  replacement  of 
the  defective  pipe-line  to  Parc-an-Tidno. 


Public  Wells. 

As  further  mains  supplies  of  water  come  into  operation  so  does  the  necessity 
of  wells  become  less.  In  previous  years  the  Lizard  and  Manaccan  Schemes  came 
into  operation  which  virtually  made  the  whole  of  the  wells  in  the  Lizard  Peninsula 
redundant.  These  are  being  steadily  closed  and  as  the  work  proceeds  so  does 
the  liability  of  this  Council  lessen,  both  in  regards  to  quality  of  water 
provided  and  general  maintenance.  The  Breage  and  Germoe  Schemes  with  their 
extensions  and  the  Mabe  Scheme  are  now  in  operation  and  statutory  action  has  been 
taken  to  close  the  wells  serving  these  areas. 

The  black  spot  areas  as  regards  public  wells  remains  the  greater  part  of  the 
Wendron  Parish,  together  with  parts  of  Stithians  and  Constantine.  It  appears 
that  these  areas  will  continue  to  have  to  depend  on  public  wells  for  some  time 
to  come.  These  supplies  are  regularly  sampled  and  works  of  repair  and 
maintenance  carried  out  as  required.  The  quality  of  water  produced  from  these 
wells  etc.  continues  to  vary  between  excellent  and  poor,  but  appropriate  action 
is  taken  immediately  it  becomes  known  by  analysis  that  any  particular  well 
water  is  of  doubtful  or  poor  quality. 


Numerous  samples  were  taken  from  various  points  of  the  Council's  piped 
water  supplies  which  produced  the  following  results :-

As  in  previous  years  I am  sorry  to  have  to  report  that  it  was  found 
impossible,  due  to  various  causes,  to  bring  any  single  sewerage  scheme  into 
operation.  Works  were  commenced  on  the  St.Keverne  and  Nancegollan  Schemes 
and  these  should  be  completed  during  1961.  The  Constantine  Scheme  continued 
to  meet  many  and  varied  difficulties  which  to  a large  extent  have  been 
overcome  and  it  is  generally  hoped  that  this  Scheme  will  commence  in  1961, 
This  year  has  shown  quite  clearly  the  great  difficulties  which  arise  when 
water  schemes  come  into  operation  prior  to  sewerage  schemes  being  provided.

All  the  above  Schemes  were  regularly  maintained  throughout  the  year  and 
little  trouble  was  experienced. 

Due,  no  doubt,  in  some  degree  to  the  facts  as  described  above  the  cesspool 
emptying  service  was  in  constant  demand  throughout  the  year  and  at  no  time  was 
the  office  able  to  clear  off  a formidable  waiting  list.  However,  with  the 
ready  co-operation  of  both  staff  and  operators,  the  work  was  satisfactorily 
completed  but  one  must  admit,  not  without  some  derogatory  remarks  from  somewhat 
irate  property  holders.  The  number  of  complaints  received  as  to  nuisances 
created  was  amazingly  small  and  when  arising  were  duly  attended  to.  The 
normal  tabulated  figures  are  appended  which  without  further  words  should  convey 
to  everyone  the  size  and  importance  of  this  service.

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Refuse  Collection 


Like  an  echo  from  the  past,  this  last  summer  proved  to  be  one  of  immense 
difficulties  as  regards  refuse  and  litter  collection.  ^he  increase  of 
population  during  the  summer  period  which  must  now  have  reached  its  peak  or 
saturation  point  has  once  more  placed  an  intolerable  burden  on  the  staff  and 
vehicles  available  to  reasonably  deal  with  the  refuse  and  litter  to  be  handled. 
By  operating  considerable  periods  of  overtime  the  work  had  been  reasonably 
completed  and  I would  thank  the  workmen  for  their  efforts  in  this  direction. 
Litter  continues  to  be  a great  problem  and  in  spite  of  all  the  publicity  given 
to  this  subject,  a section  of  the  public  still  maintain  its  right  to  scatter 
litter  indiscriminately  around  the  area.  ^he  Council  have  provided  litter 
bin3  throughout  the  district  and  inaugurated  a service  to  deal  with  the 
collection  but  this  is  to  a large  extent  abortive  unless  the  public  co-operate. 
Every  effort  was  made  to  give  the  hotels  and  camping  sites  an  additional 
service  and  as  in  previous  years  this  was  greatly  appreciated. 

The  refuse  service  has  been  operated  by  two  10  cu.yd.  side  loading 
vehicles  giving  the  whole  district  a weekly  service.  This  was  supplemented 
towards  the  end  of  the  summer  season  by  a Landrover  and  Trailer,  specifically 
for  dealing  with  the  litter  bins.  ^he  refuse  tips  where  regular  tipping  took 
place  were  at  Mullicn,  Bonython,  Constantine  and  Boscreege.  Every  effort 
was  made  to  keep  the  tips  free  from  nuisances  and  the  tips  were  treated 
regularly  for  the  control  of  flies  and  rodents.  Some  trouble  was  experienced 
through  tip  fires  but  with  the  ready  co-operation  of  the  Fire  Service  these 
were  kept  under  control.

This  year  saw  the  coning  into  operation  the  first  Act  of  Parliament 
dealing  specifically  with  the  regulation  of  Caravan  Sites,  known  as  the 
’Caravan  Sites  & Control  of  Development  Act,  I960’. 

Under  this  Act  the  Model  Standards  issued  by  the  Ministry  have  been 
adopted  by  this  Local  Aiithority  with  a few  modifications.  It  is  now  necessary 
for  any  Caravan  Site  to  have  first  a Town  & Country  Planning  consent  before  a 
Local  Authority  can  issue  a 'Site  Licence*.  Increased  penalties,  up  to  £100 
for  the  first  offence,  for  contraventions  of  the  Act  and  use  of  a site  without 
a ’Site  Licence’  are  incorporated  in  this  new  legislation. 

Co-operation  between  the  Town  & Country  Planning  Office  and  the  Local 
Authorities  is  essential  to  work  smoothly  the  growth  and  improvement  of 
caravan  sites.  At  the  moment  work  is  proceeding  on  the  licensing  of  all 
sites  and  interviewing  owners.  Following  up  work  to  see  that  the  new 
standards  are  carried  out  will  occupy  some  time.  One  fault  with  the  Act  is 
the  exclusion  of  'Tent  Sites'.  They  are  still  governed  by  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  which  has  already  proved  inadequate  for  Caravans. 

The  next  Annual  Report  should  be  able  to  give  a clearer  picture  of  the 
situation  in  this  district.  However,  prior  to  this  new  Act  there  were  18 
approved  Caravan  Sites  for  ten  or  more  caravans  and  2 Chalet  Sites,  which  are

Of  the  eight  sites  containing  permanent  residential  caravans,  four 
(Trelil,  Mullion  Cove,  Melrose  and  G-illy  Gabben)  are  mainly  used  by  Naval 
Personnel  from  Culdrose  Fleet  Air  Arm  Station. 

In  addition,  there  are  13  small  licenced  sites  with  six  or  less  caravans 
and  41  individual  licenced  caravans. 


Re-housing  Problem  Families. 

During  the  year  a survey  of  families  in  the  County  was  taken  by  the 
County  Council.  The  families  in  the  Rural  District  were  classified  as 
follows 


Potential  Problem  Families  2 

Established  Problem  Families  3 

As  a result  of  the  survey  it  was  decided  that  a Pilot  Scheme  for  extra 
assistance  for  these  sub-standard  families  in  their  homes  be  started  in 
Area  No. 2.  For  this  purpose  one  Family  Welfare  Worker  will  be  appointed 

early  next  year. 

Provision  has  been  made  for  a rehabilitation  unit  to  house  for  a 
limited  period  families  whose  living  arrangements  are  so  primitive  that 
improvement  is  impossible  in  their  present  environment. 

In  my  view  the  success  or  failure  of  this  experiment  will  largely 
depend  on  the  co-operation  of  the  Housing  Committee  in  re -housing  families 
who  by  dint  of  their  own  efforts  have  raised  their  standard  of  living  and 
made  the  best  use  of  the  help  given  by  the  Family  YiTelfare  Y/orker. 


Hutted  Accommodation. 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  prepared 
a report  on  the  housing  and  social  conditions  of  23  families  at  Dry  Tree 
Camp,  an  isolated  collection  of  ex  R.A.F.  Huts. 

14  of  the  families  had  been  in  residence  for  two  years  or  more,  4 of 
them  for  7 years  and  1 for  8 years.  Seventeen  of  the  families  had  children, 
eight  of  them  had  4 or  more  children. 

It  was  recommended  that  the  huts  should  cease  to  be  used  for  human 
habitation  and  the  tenants  re-housed  throughout  the  district,  according  to 
preference. 

A start  was  made  in  re-housing  the  families  in  November,  I960,  and  it 
is  hoped  that  the  camp  would  be  demolished  by  May,  1961.

Milk 


Regulat ions. 


This  is  the  last  year  that  Local  Authority’s  will  opera/te  most  of 
these  Regulations.  In  future  the  Cornwall  County  Council  are  administering 
practically  all  the  sections.  Only  registration  of  Milk  Distributors  will 
continue  to  be  dealt  with  by  this  Council.  It  would  obviously  have  been  more 
efficient  and  sensible  if  the  legislators  had  arranged  for  everything  to  be 
under  one  Authority.

The  total  number  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during 
I960  was  47,  compared  with  114  in  1959.  The  decrease  is 
accounted  for  by  the  decrease  in  the  cases  of  Measles. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia 

The  number  of  Merrier  mothers  confined  in  hospital  and 
developing  Puerperal  Pyrexia  was  14.  Two  cases  occurred  in 
domiciliary  confinements. 


The  Maternity  Unit  at  Redruth  serves  the  whole  of  the 
County.  1,631  births  were  notified  and  68  cases  of  Puerperal 
Pyrexia  occurred.  This  gives  an  Incidence  of  41  cases  per 
1,000  births.  Just  over  half  of  the  cases  occurred  between 
the  months  of  July  and  October. 


10  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified  throughout 
the  year,  giving  a care  Incidence  of  0.50  per  1,000  population. 


15  contacts  of  these  new  notifications  were  investigated, 
giving  a contact  rate  of  1-g-  persons  per  notified  case.  The 
table  below  shows  the  type  of  contact  investigated.
